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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the Response filed on 10/3/2005. Claims 1-20 are presented for 
examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Khalil et al. 
(hereafter Khalil), US pat. No.6,430,698. 



As to claim 1 , Khailil discloses a method for multicasting a retrieval request message to more 
than one of a plurality of mobile agents (mobile nodes 1 1 's fig. 1 1) comprising the steps of: 
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receiving a packet comprising a retrieval request message and a non-address preferential 
destination for said retrieval request as designated by a user (a set of home agents for processing 
and sending reply to mobile nodes, see abstract, fig.l 1, col. 7 lines 13-67), 

dynamically creating a list of destinations (set of home agents) that can respond to said 
retrieval request, said list comprising more than one of said plurality of mobile request handling 
agent (24 fig.l 1) to whom said message is to be sent, by referring to said retrieval request and a 
non-address preferential destination and sending said list to the mobile handling agent as 
determined as destinations for responding to said request (see col.7 lines 37-67 and col. 8 lines 5- 
65 and col. 9 lines 7-52). 

As to claim 2, Khailil discloses using priority messaging policy data defining priorities of agents 
to which said message can be sent with different types (using home agent priority, see col. 10 
lines 22-65). 

As to claim 3, Khailil discloses said massaging data in defined for each type of message (see 
col. 10 lines 22-65). 

As to claim 4, Khailil further discloses messaging policy data defines the number of agents, 
which receive the message for each type of message (see fig. 12, col. 10 lines 22-65 and col.l 1 
lines 16-51). 
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As to claim 5 3 Khailil discloses using priorities of agents defined in said messaging policy data 
and pairs of agent names and priorities included in said preferential destination information to 
determine destination agents from an agent having highest priority (see fig. 12, col. 10 lines 22-65 
and col. 11 lines 16-51). 

As to claim 6, Khailil discloses sending information concerning agents which are not determined 
as destination agents and said message to a representative agent which represents agents to which 
said message can be sent (see fig. 14, col. 12 lines 1 1-57). 

As to claim 7, Khailil discloses sending information concerning agents which are not determined 
as destination agents and said message to a representative agent which represents agents to which 
said message can be sent (see fig.14, col.12 lines 1 1-57 and col.14 lines 4-41). 

As to claim 8, Khailil discloses a representative agent generating a response message for a source 
agent of a message, by referring to information from pre-registered agents to which said message 
can be sent (see fig. 12, col. 10 lines 22-65 and coll 1 lines 16-51). 

As to claim 9, Khailil discloses a representative agent generates a response message for a source 
agent of a message, by referring to information from pre-registered agents to which said message 
can be sent (see fig. 12, col. 10 lines 22-65 and col.l 1 lines 16-51). 

As to claim 10, Khailil further discloses a computer comprising: 
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an execution environment for a plurality of mobile request handling agents (24 or 28 

fig.ll), 

dynamically creating a list of destinations (set of home agents) that can respond to said 
retrieval request, a message monitor for receiving a packet comprising a retrieval request 
message a non-address preferential destination designated by a user from an agent being active in 
the execution environment, determining to which mobile agents (home links or foreign links) a 
message is to be sent (processing and sending reply to mobile nodes, see abstract, fig.l 1, col. 7 
lines 13-67), by referring to said retrieval request a non-address preferential destination and 
preferential destination information and then sending said message to the agents determined as 
destinations an user delivering a message with a set of characteristics that are used to determine 
which users should receive the message (see col. 7 lines 37-67 and col.8 lines 5-65 and col.9 
lines 7-52). 

Claims 1 1-14 are rejected for the same reasons set forth in claims 2, 5, 6 and 7 respectively. 

Claims 15-18 are rejected for the same reasons set forth in claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7 respectively. 

As to claims 19 and 20, Khailil discloses a method for multicasting a retrieval message to more 
than one of a plurality of mobile agents (mobile nodes), comprising: 

receiving a retrieval request message and dynamically creating a list of destinations (a set 
of home agents) that can respond said retrieval request, said list comprising more than to more 
than one of a plurality of mobile agents for responding to determining to which mobile handling 
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agent said message is to be sent, by referring to a messaging policy data defining priorities of 
mobile request handling agents to which said message can be sent (processing and sending 
reply to mobile nodes, see abstract, fig.l 1, col.7 lines 13-67) and sending said message to said 
list of more than one of said mobile request handling agents (foreign link or home link) 
determined as destinations for responding to said retrieval request receiving a retrieval message 
(see col.7 lines 37-67 and col. 8 lines 5-65 and col.9 lines 7-52).
